STATE UNIVERIlITY AND STATE LAJmS.

SBGTIOIf 1. Be it enactetl'by the General, Aasem1ily tif the 
State qf IOtDtZ, That from and after the taking effect of this 
Act, all the School, Saline, and University lands which then 
remain unsold, shall be sold only at public sale, except as 
hereinafter pronded. -

§ 2. It ahall be the duty of tlie person or persons havin, 
charge, bylaw, of the Saline, School and University lands, 
to offer the same at public sale, after having given n9tice of 
the same, as provided for in. the law regulating the sale of 
the sixteenth section. 

Aga.n oA'ered. § 3. All lands so efFered, and which aie not sold at said­
public sale, shan be offered for sale again at the e:spiration of 
six months, or as soon thereafter as the person or perso.s Be 

having charge thereof may think best for the interest of said 
.J'hird tale. fund, and all lands so ofFered and remaining unsold at said 

second sale, shall be offered again at public sale at the expi­
ration of six months, or 88 soon thereafter as the person or 
persons having charge thereof, may deem proper for the 
interest of said fund. . 

Act, 
sellag. shall be conducted in the same manner, and the same notice 

of such sales shall be given, as is now required bylaw to be 
Kiven for the sale of tile sixteenth section.

.haIl bold his office for two years, and until his successor 
shall.be elected and qualified. 

§ 8. The Treasurer so elected, shall, before taking charge 
of his office, take and subscribe an oath before Borne person 
legally authorized to administer the same, to flloithfully per­
form the duties of Treasurer, and to support the Constitution 
of the United States and of the State of Iowa, and shall give Qualillcatioa.
